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ANNOUNCING THE ANNUAL CONFERENCE - 1968 


Plans have been completed for the 1968 Annual Conference to be held 
at the Richards Street Methodist Church, Joliet, Illinois, Thursday, 
Friday, and Saturday, May 16, 17, and 18. The Rev. Paul Higgins, SFF's 
first President, will serve as host Pastor. For the first time in it's 
history, 8FF will hold a simultaneous conference for high school and 
college students. They will meet separate from adults except for the 
night and meal sessions. Both students and adults will attend the open¬ 
ing Conference session on Thursday night but social hours to follow will 
be separate. Dr. Edward Bauman, SFF Council member and Pastor of Foundry 
Methodist Church, will give the keynote address. 


Friday, May 17, will be a great day for ministers as well as laymen. 
A special breakfast for ministers only will feature Dr. Bauman discussing 
"Psychic Phenomena: The Minister's Dilemma" at 7:00 A.M. at the Holiday 
Inn. That afternoon pastors will hear Canon John Pearce-Higgins from 
England, lecture on "The Implications of Parapsychology for Pastoral 
Counseling." Laymen will have the advantage of two different discussion 
-groups.—Friday-and Sa turday morn ing s ession s will be "The Bible Speaks." 

Friday afternoon groups, "How We Do It -" suggestions, will be a 

stimulating help to laymen and group leaders. 

The Fellowship Dinner will be held in the church's dining room as 
will the Saturday noon Luncheon. Friday night's dinner speaker will be 
one of SFF's two vice-presidents, the Rev. C. Leslie Palmer, San Diego, 
California, and Saturday's luncheon will find the Rev. Arthur Ford giv¬ 
ing the closing address. Dr. Allen Spraggett, Religion News Editor for 
the Toronto Star , who supervised the TV presentation of the Pike-Ford 
sitting, will be the other principal speaker. 


High school and college students will have a stimulating conference 
all their own. Directed by Mr. and Mrs. Harry Hayes (Pat and Bud), of 
Miami, Florida, they will have experimental ESP sessions and hear the 
celebrated conference speakers, Canon Pearce-Higgins and Dr. Allen 
Spraggett. Moreover, they will hear Mr. and Mrs. Hayes, Mrs. Joan 
Kimmel from Manchester College, North Manchester, Indiana, and Dr. Richard 
Batzler, Chaplain of Defiance, Ohio college. Details are inside.
